3,122 DECKS OF PLAYING CARDS

SHRINERS' HOSPITALS FOR 
CRIPPLED CHILDREN

5 you study the entire realm of philan- 

thropic activities which have engaged 
the attention of the fraternal life of 
America during the past half century, I be- 
lieve that you will agree with me when I 
say that the trailblazing adventure of 
Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children 
has carried the mightiest heart appeal of 
any and has produced the most far-reach- 
ing results of any humanitarian effort ever 
attempted. 

I further believe that from the very hour 
when the resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the Imperial Council session, 
meeting in the City of Portland, Ore., in 
June of 1920, down to the present time, this 
endeavor has enjoyed the blessing of Al- 
mighty God. 

What a dramatie period it was in the 
Imperial Council session when this resolu- 
tion was being debated. That morning, 
when the representatives gathered, the 
skies were lowering and the rain poured 
down. For hours they debated the advis- 
ability of venturing out into the highway 
of humanitarian aetivity, with not a single 
chart to guide them. No one could foretell 
with what favor it would meet, nor what 
the cost would be. We only knew that in 
America at that time there were more than 
400,000 crippled children dragging out a 
miserable existence with no practical hope 
of relief being extended to them. 

Those of us who had faith to believe that 
we had a practical remedy for these un- 
fortunate little ones, poured out our very 
souls in that debate. Finally, during the 
afternoon session, the tide of sentiment 
began to change. One by one, those who 
had opposed the movement, agreed to join 
in the experiment. In the meantime, the 
storm outside had spent its force, and the 
great cloud-banks in the skies began to 
break. Just when the vote on the resolu- 
tion was announced as unanimously in 
favor, a great shaft of golden sunlight 
pierced the skylight above that ballroom 
and flooded down upon the representatives. 
In the hearts of everyone present was the 
belief that our venture had received a 
Heavenly benediction, and in that moment 
the Shrine of North America had found 
its soul. 

Two years later in Shreveport, La., the 
first Shriners’ Hospital opened its doors to 
receive our first patient. She was a little 
girl eight years old. That was on Septem- 
ber 16, 1922. After that, fourteen other 
units were opened and now we have twelve 
in the United States, two in Canada and 
one in Honolulu. At the recent Imperial 
Council session, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted, authorizing your board 
of trustees to establish another unit in a 
wing of the modern “Hospital Infantil," 
located in Mexico City, to be known as the 
“Mexico Unit, Shriners’ Hospital for 
Crippled Children.” At the present time, 
negotiations are being conducted with the 
proper authorities looking to the estab- 
lishment of this new Unit. When they are 
completed, and this new unit opened in the 


spirit of “the Good Neighbor policy," our 
merciful institutions will have blanketed 
the entire continent of North America. 

This wonderful chain of “Temples of 
Baby Smiles,” as they are affectionately 
termed, have since their inception, been 
staffed with the finest orthopaedic surgeons 
available and with nurses especially trained 
in this service of love. Financially, they 
were predicated upon an annual assess- 
ment of $2.00 per member and at that time 
the Shrine had nearly 600,000 members. 
This was supplemented by many substan- 
tial gifts and legacies left to our hospitals 
in wills. 

Then, the depression of 1929 struck, and 
our order, like every other fraternal group 
in America, suffered a heavy loss in mem- 
bership. We dropped from approximately 
600,000 to a low of 307,000. This created a 
grave financial problem which had to be 
faced. In fact, in 1933, the Imperial 
Council was seriously considering closing 
three of our units. 

In 1934 I became chairman of the board 
of trustees. I fully recognized our situ- 
ation, but I had faith in three things. First, 
I had faith in the leadership of Almighty 
God, whose blessings had ever been upon 
our unselfish work. Second, I had faith in 
our Nobility. Third, I had faith in the be- 
lief that if we could effectively present our 
cause to our Nobility and our charitably- 
minded friends, whose hearts were sympa- 
thetic to the sad plight of these little 
children, a way could be found to weather 
this financial storm, without diminishing 
our service to those who needed our help 
so desperately. 

Today, with a heart overflowing with 
gratitude to our Nobility and with thanks- 
giving to the Master of the Universe for 
His leadership, I am happy to tell you that 
during the past ten years, our progress has 
exceeded our highest hopes. Since our first 
unit was opened on September 16, 1922, to 
the present hour, an army of more than 
100,000 boys and girls have gone forth 
from our various units; salvaged from a life 
of misery and pain, restored to careers of 
usefulness and with the light of a great new 
hope implanted within their souls. The 
Shriners of North America have made this 
possible. 

There comes today into the heart of 
every member of our order a deep sense of 
gratitude to those of our Armed Forces 
who have knelt at the same altar which we 
have. To the Shriners of North America 
and their friends who have helped our 
hospitals, there comes an espeeial thrill, 
when we know that somewhere out on the 
battlefields of the world are more than 500 
former patients of Shriners' hospitals. 

Since our hospitals have been opened, we 
have expended approximately $32,000,000 
for buildings, equipment and maintenance. 
It costs $1,000,000 annually to operate all 
15 units. The San Francisco unit and the 
Philadelphia unit are now self-supporting, 
by reason of their endowments and gifts 
received annually. Several of our other 
units are making rapid strides in building 
up their own endowments, and we are con- 
stantly receiving requests from all sections 
of North America to establish a Shriners 
Hospital in cities where Temples are lo- 
cated and are willing to bear the expense 
of building and equipping these “Temples 
of Mercy.” As our financial position im- 
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proves, we hope to be able to act favorably 
upon these generous offers and expand this 
work for God and humanity.

THE DISABLED VETERAN 
RETRAINS 


1 providing for the needs of the return- 

ing Service man and woman, the Gov- 
ernment has comprehensively considered 
the particular problems confronting the 
disabled veteran. It has established a 
Vocational Rehabilitation Program, the 
provisions of which are fulfilled by the Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation and Education Di- 
vision of the Veterans Administration and 
are briefly presented: 

The veterans to whom the provisions of 
this program apply are those who satisfy 
the four following conditions: 


1. That the persons must have been in the 
active military or naval service any 
time after September 16, 1940, and 
during the present war. 

2. That he or she has been discharged or 
released from the active service under 
conditions other than dishonorable. 

3. That he or she must have a disability 
incurred in or aggravated by such serv- 
ice for which pension is payable under 
laws administered by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, or would be but for the 
receipt of retirement pay, and 

4. That he or she must be in need of voca- 
tional rehabilitation to overcome the 
handicap of such disability. 


The purpose of vocational rehabilitation 
is to restore the employability which has 
been lost by virtue of a handicap due to 
the disability. As training facilities to ac- 
complish this purpose, recognized and ac- 
credited colleges, universities and other 
educational institutions are being utilized 
to provide institutional training and well- 
established business enterprises to afford 
training-on-the-job. 

The seleetion of an occupation in which 
rehabilitation will be effected is based upon 
consideration of the individual veteran's 
edueation, vocational experience, abilities, 
personal desires, and present disability. 
The place of training is dependent upon 
the employment objective selected. Train- 
ing-on-the-job is provided in the veteran’s 
home community whenever possible. In- 
stitutional training is generally provided 
in the institution nearest to the veteran’s 
residence. Tuition, books, supplies and 
other incidentals are furnished in institu- 
tional training and all equipment and sup- 
plies required are provided in training-on- 
the-job. No course of instruction can ex- 
ceed four years in length nor shall any 
training under this legislation be afforded 
beyond six years after the termination of 
the present war. 

Maintenance and support during train- 
ing and for two months after employability 
has been determined will be provided 
through increased pension. A single per- 
son will receive a pension at the rate of 
$92 a month, a married person $103.50 a 
month, with $5.75 a month for each de- 
pendent child and an additional allotment 
in the amount of $11.50 a month for each 
dependent parent. Payments by employer- 
trainers to veterans during training-on-the- 
job are authorized. When such payments 
are added to the increased pension the 
combined amounts cannot exceed the 
amount the employer is paying a qualified 
employee in the occupation in which the 
veteran is being trained without a corres- 


ponding decrease in the increased pension 
in the amount of the excess. 

The Veterans Administration solicits the 
aid of employers with facilities to train the 
disabled veteran for an occupation for 
which he is suited —in any field of en- 
deavor, whether in the trades or crafts, 
business or industry. In this way the em- 
ployer may render an invaluable service to 
the veteran, to the community, and often 
directly to himself.

SHRINE MEMBERSHIP GAINS 
53,229 IN 1944 


CHECK of the returns of membership 

for 1944 from the 159 Shrine Temples 
in North America shows great progress 
made in the past year with a net gain in 
membership for the year of 53,229 com- 
pared with a gain of 25,354 for the year 
1943. 


Of the 159 Temples only one showed a 
loss for the year, that being a loss of only 
16 members. This notable influx of candi- 
dates into our Noble Order has been the re- 
sult of attractive activities, outstanding 
leadership and the desire of men to throw 
off the cares and worries of a troubled 
world for a few moments of relaxation and 
fun, the better to fit them for the task 
ahead. 


SHRINE MEMBERSHIP 386,174 


The Shrine is definitely on the march 
and headed back toward one-half million 
members again, where it stood before the 
depression and lean years which followed 
the crash of 1928. The membership as of 
January 1, 1945, was 386,174. There is 
justifiable cause for elation among our 
members and added hope for continued 
growth for many years to come. Yes, the 
Shriners are marching forward in spirit 
and in numbers. 


Leading the numerical parade of mem- 
bership gains among Temples is Zamora 
Temple of Birmingham, Alabama, with an 
outstanding increase of 1,267. Running a 
close second is Al Koran Temple of Cleve- 
land with a gain of 1,234 closely followed 
by Murat Temple of Indianapolis with 
1,207. 


Other Temples with gains of more than 
500 for the year are Hella Temple, Dallas, 
1,173; Al Malaikah of Los Angeles, 1,107; 
Moslem, Detroit, 1,092; Syria, Pittsburgh, 
998; Aleppo, Boston, 982; Nile, Seattle, 
930; Midian, Pittsburg, Kansas, 895; Al 
Kader, Portland, Oregon, 881; Aladdin, 
Columbus, 868; Yaarab, Atlanta, 859; 
Tripoli, Milwaukee, 858; Moslah, Fort 
Worth, 803; Mizpah, Fort Wayne, 779; 
Saladin, Grand Rapids, 670; Medinah, 
Chieago, 625; El Jabel, Denver, 623; El 
Karubah, Shreveport, 584; Beni Kedem, 
Charleston, W. Va., 550; Boumi, Balti- 
more, 549; Abou Ben Adham, Springfield, 
Mo., 542; Mohammed, Peoria, 541; Sudan;

1944 were Mizpah Temple of Fort Wayne, 
Scimitar of Little Rock and Yaarab of 
Atlanta, Ga. 


Syria Temple of Pittsburgh continues to 
maintain its position asnumber one Temple 
numerically with 13,452 Shriners on its 
membership roll, followed by Al Malaikah 
Temple of Los Angeles; second, Medinah 
Temple of Chicago, third and our own 
Aleppo holding its fourth position with a 
2,000 lead over the fifth place Temple.

Aleppo joined the “ten grand" quartet 
this year by boosting its membership over 
the 10,000 mark for the first time in many 
years. 


There are 12 Temples of the Order in the 
4,000 division, 16 Temples in the 3,000 
bracket and 23 Temples in the 2,000 class. 
The Shrine started the year 1944 with 49 
Temples having memberships over 2,000 
and ended up the year with 62 Temples in 
that group. 


The state of Pennsylvania held its lead 
among the states having the largest com- 
bined membership with a total of 40,016 
shriners holding membership in seven 
Temples. California's five Temples have a 
combined membership of 28,133, closely 
followed by the state of Ohio with 24,813 
members in its six Temples.
